RESTRICTION 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention:(l)Claims 51-53,91: 55-59,79,86,92; 88-90 claiming formation of spacers 
fluorine or chlorine in gate oxide and then forming spacers (see figures 1-3 and related 
description. (2) claims 62-67,80,93-95; 68-75,81,87,96-98,96 claiming formation spacers 
comprising chlorine and fluorine and then introducing fluorine or chlorine forming spacers into 
laterally extended gate oxide by annealing(see figures 8-10 and related description). 

Apphcant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP

examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
